SIR HENRY. BLAKE'S. 
FAREWELL. 
« In saying “ yood-bye” to the Legislative 
Council. this afternoon, Sir Henry Blake 
concluded his: lang valeclictary “address, 
which we reproduce in andther column, with 
an expression of the lively sense of gratitude 
for the happy relations that have always 


.J existed between His Esccllency and his 


Council, ‘Those relations are net confined 
merely. within the walls of the Council 
Chamber. ‘The carping criticisms of cayil- 
lens notwithstanding—and vin every large 
‘commanity with so great a divergence of 
conflicting interests there must be many— 
Sir Henry has maintained the most cordial 
relations with, the peoples who form the 
community of this great Port) and Colony. 
The harmony and perfect understanding 
which has subsistecl between the head 
of the Executive and, the inhabitants — of 
Hongkong during the past, five years is 
‘imply. testified’ by the action af the 
people in cambining in one common Ad- 
dress to he presented on Saturday as a mark 
of appreciation of his services to the Colony. 
The small difterences apart, which must, 
at times, inevitably arise, where the 
community of (eelings cannot naturally, 
by reason of racial differences, harmonize 
without some little discordant note, there is 
happily, that absence of any. little rift 
in Uie lute, which goes ta prove that in the 
(Colony there is a unanimous’ desire to do 
) justice to an administration which bas. re- 
‘dounded to the utmost benefit of the Colony. 
In the retrospective history which he pre- 
sented to the Council for the five years since 
1898—the first year of his . government— 
His Excellency has every reason to lay 


claim to legislative as wellas administrative: 


achievements of farreaching importance. 
When he first faok over the reins of pov 
ermebt in’ this” distant outpost of the 
Empire, under the: Kowloon Convention 
the Colony had just: had. added to it a 
considerable extension of territery with a 
population of aver a hundred thousand souls, 
The pacification’ of the hinterland en- 
tailed’ not ca little anxiety and some 
expense ;.but thanks to the administrative 
abilities displayed in the emergency and to 
the valued co-aperation of the naval and mili- 
tary auxiliaries, order was restored without 
bloodshed. | Our leased possessions on the! 
mainland and in the territorial waters of the 
Colony, although somewhat disappointing in 
their immediate progress when gauged by the 
financial results so far attained, inherently 
retain the potentialities which give promise 
of a glorious future when the mainland is 
fully developed by the advent of the long 
promised railway, -Added to the resourees 
ofthe land will be brought the possibilities 
of untald wealth to the Colony by the 
increase in the trade on’ the West 
River and by the closer connection which 
is likely to be -soon established between 
Weichow and Mirs Bay through the instru- 
mentality“of our retiring Governor. Look in 
whatever direction we will--whetler it be in 
land, shipping, or population—there is 
abundant evidence of material © wealth 
and prosperity. If the promises of the 
future can be measured by the results of the 
past—and* there is no reason why they 
should not—then there are radiant hopes 
that the Colony’s acme of prosperity has nat 
yet been attained. Indeed, we can recall 
to. mind the public’ statements on” more 
than ane oceasion, by ‘those holding high 
and responsible official positions, that the 
Colony, is yet in. the infancy of its progress, 
What the heyday of its delevopment is likely 
to be must be left to the imagination to 
describe, In the year Sir Henry landed in 
Hongkong, there was a population of a little 
over a quarter million; its assessed yalue. 
was $4,501,947 and, the total shipping 
entered and cleared was something 
over .t7 ‘million tons. In tgo3 the 
population, with that of the New ‘Ferrilory, 
‘has nearly doubled itself, the assessed 
value of Jand is eight and three-quarter 
milhon dollars, and the, shipping has 
exceeded twenty-three millions in tonnage. 
In like degree has the revenue increased, 
and now it is estimated at six and a quarter 
million dollars for 1904. So. much for 
statistics. The activity displayed in ‘build- 


ing and industrial enterprises has likewise | 


kept pace with the enormous strides which 
the Colony has nade to arrive at the enviable 
position of being ranked as the second port 
‘of the world. ‘The Governor has instanced 
‘two gigantic works now in progress that can- 
not fail to increase our prosperity.. When to 
these are added the large’ improvements 
initiated and carried out by private ‘enter: 
prise and public corporations, then it is 
that the instinctive and indomitable spirit 
animating the community can be realized. 
Our docks, ‘our warehouses, our reclama- 
tions, our factories, our public build- 
ings and even our private ‘residences 
are standing monuments of the business 
foresight and ingenuity responsible for 
transforming a barren rock (the haunt of 
roving fishermen)’ into a great entrepdt 
of trade. ‘The key note of Hong. 
kong's achievements in sanitation canhot 
he said to be one of “progress;” but 
the legislative enactment introduced as a 
result of expert inquiry into the’ causation: 
of plague will go a long way to effect the

And again, it would have 
been comforting had some reassuring state-

householders, employers, and others of a 
tro'y perplesing annoyance besetting domes: 
tie ite in’ Hongkong with a veritable evil, 
This, and others, are’ problems with which 
our. new Governor will lave to” grapple. 
Whilst theré is no doubt that in the com- 
mercial and industrial prosperity of the port, 
Sir Henry is bequeatling his successor a tich 
heritage, he leaves byhind him, tao, ques.’

(4) The ground surface has not been opened 
for inspection, It is not usual to open ground 
surfaces as a matter of routine inspection, but 
only when. it is suspected that the concrete is 
of poor quality and in-houses where plague 
cases and plague rits tave been found, Ifthe’ 
Board thinks that every ground surface should 
be opened for inspection before a. licence be 
issurd, even if there has been no reason to 
suspect defects, stich a course can be adopted, 
. (¢) Ithas always been customary to consider 
a trap ina yard as outside the bu‘lding, It 
becomes a question of the-size of the yard—a 
trap in a small yard might be as great an evil 
almost jis.a trap in a room—~on the orher hand, 
atrap in a large-yard might be of no more 
harm than one:in a lane at the rear.

SIR: HENRY’S FAREWELL, 
MIS FIVE YEARS" ADMINISTRATION, 

H. E. the Governor then rose and said :— 
‘Honourable Meimbers of the Lepislative Coun. 
cil,—As this is the last occasion on which [° 
shall have the houour of presiding’ over your 
deliberations, { propose with your peunission 
to review as shortly as I can the condition of 
the Colony during the five years of iny adminis. 
tration of this Governme 

J ortived at a time when a most important 
and far-reaching change was about to be made 
in the candilion of the Colony. Hongkong, 
which was ceded to Great Britain in 1841, had 
developed in‘o a great port, with a Population 
of 24800 Its nrea, including the point of 
Kowloon Feninsula, was 32':quare miles, The 
northern’ shores of the iiibane wer Chinese 
terrilary ; at Sarm-shui-pu, Cap-sui-moon and 
Pu-ti:moon’ Chinese Custom-houses were -es- 
tablished, and ‘Chi Customs cruisers 
Operated within the ill-defined harbour limits 
to the great‘irritation of the community, ‘The 
Kowloon: extension igreement, signed on the 
Sth June, 1898, remedied this anomalous state 
of affairs in a hartowr that, under the fostering 
care of Great Britain, had grown into the pasi- 
tion of the third port in the world, the tonnage 
of whose shipping had in twenty years increased’ 
from 5,003,000 19 17,009,000 Under its pro. 
visions it became my duty as-the representative

been, almost to a man, actively engaged in the 
operitions against-us, but if there leaders were 
put aside and degraced from the position of 
local consideration and authority hitherto en. 
jouyed by them, we should have been face lo 
face witha ile population, without ibe 
means of commonicating with them through 
trusted local intermedturies whose assistance is 
so essential to good government. | have had 
some experience in coercion, In certain situa- 
tions it becomes.necessary, But it engenders 
an ever deepening distiist, atrophies local 
interest in preserving ofder, and, with the lapse 
of time, becomes day. by ‘day more difficult to’ 
abandon without danger, to the public safety, 
I felt besides that these leaders would not have

The. principal - cultivation ‘is 
sugar, and inthe Tsin Wan district, pineapples 
ure grown, [ fcund on inspection that the 
sugar canes were of a poor qualily, and the 
p neapples of inferior flavour, while the primi- 
tive stone mills in use leave a large percentage 
of juice in the crushed megasse, A number of 
canes of the hest varieties ‘were obtained from 
Java and V'enang and have been distributed to 
the sugar farmers, and two Chatanooga steel 
nulls were’ also imported, and lent to large 
growers for experiment.

Near the town of Un-long 1 found: on my 
first visit a settlement of wbout 25 lepers, who 
were compelled to live in the middle of an 
extensive swamp on a slight elevaliion opproa- 
ched by a rough causeway and almost under 
water in rainy weather, Here these -aflicted 
people had built, of pieces of board, miserable 
shanties that aff-rded no protection from rain 
or the chill winter winds,. Here they huddled 
together at night, while by day they approached, 
the villages where, though not. permitted to 
enter the houses, they were charitably 
supplied with food. Hard by: was an un- 
occupied hill. with a well at its’ base. 
Here a sufficient area was walled off, enclosing 
the well, and small houses have been’ erected 
by the Public Works department that afford 
shelter from cold and rain. The lepers still 
oblaia their food from the neighbours, or. from 
their familice, or have dohe so up tothe pre- 
sent, but-I heard just now the people of the 
villages ote censing to give them the relief 
‘formerly given as they consider the Govern- 
ment, having built’ a house for them, 
arght to give them rice. Should the Govern: 
ment have to:do'so it would be very ine

Of this there was gratifying evidence in 1g0t 
during the serious disturbance in the district 
adjoining the New Territory when the people 
who, two years before, had faced: our troops 
with arms in their hands, sent.a deputation of 
elders to request that 1 would send out ta‘ the 
frontier a small military force to prevent the 
entrance of disturbers of the peace, with whon 
they were no longer in sympathy, desiring to 
pursue their ‘avocations with the quiet and 
security to which us British subjects. they had 
become accustomed.

HONGKONG! : PROSPERITY. 

Lut in laying the ‘foundations for the ‘deve- 
lopment of the New ‘Territory, the great 
possibilites of which: have yet to be fully 
realized, we must not forget the. rapid growth 
of Hongkong and its shipping trade. In 1893 
the. Colony of Honghoug contained .254,400 
inhabitants, its assessed value was $4,511,947, 
and the total shipping entered and cleared was 
17,265,780tons. In +993 the population, includ- 
ing dhe New Terrilory, as estimated by the 


‘Registrar General, is 433,660, the assessed 


value $8,749,643, and the. shipping 23,027,455

OUR DOCKYARDS. 

The reclamation of Western Praya is com- 
pleted, ‘The Eastern Praya reclamation is 
only delayed by demands by the Admiralty 
and War Office at home that this Government 
considers unreaSonable and hopes to hive 
modified. All around the Kowloon, Peninsula 
great schemes of reclamation are in progress, 
At Quarry ay a graving: dock is being con- 
structed by Messrs. Lutterield -& Swire, that 
will be capable of docking the largest ships 
afloat; while anoth+r docks being constructed 
by the Naval Authorities in the very heart’ of 
the City, I wish’that I cotild congrdtutate you 
Upon the latter, but, however we “uray, deplore: 
the injury to the city by the severance of its 
continui y by the Naval Wechyurd, we must 
out fuiget that no protest was niide by the Cos 
‘ony until after the work of construction had 
advanced considerably and na large amount of 
moncy had been spent. Even now the Ad- 
mirally are prepared tohand over the dock- 
yard to the Colony, but on conditions so 
onerous that even by this wealthy community 
they could not be accepted, Still, ‘the . ex: 
penditure of some thirty millions of dollars in 
the execution of the works on the Naval Ex- 
tension and Quarry Bay docks cannat fail to 
increase the prosperity of the Colony, 

. PUBLIC WORKS, 

Nor has the Government been remiss in 
Public Works. During the term of my ad- 
ministration $2,741,579 have been expended on’ 
Public Works Extraordinary. The reservoi 


at Wong-nei-chong, of a capacity of 33,000,000 |- 


gallons, has been completed, and the rese! oir 
and gravitation scheme for Kowloon is being’ 


carried out al an estimated expense of $85 2,000.-- 


The initial works are in progress for the new 
Regervoir at Tytam Tuk, to hold 1,200,c00,000 
gallons, Blake Pier has been built, and the 
foundations of the new Law Courts are now 
ready for the superstructure of which the found- 
ation stone was laid by me on the s2th instant.

SANITATION. 

But the alsnrhing qnestion that has exere. 
Cised the msds ef she community to a greater 
extent than ili others is that of Sanitation. 
‘this questo’ las been debared year by year 
usin cach-recuiring year Plague claimed its 
victims by hundreds, avd malaria scourged the 
cammunity, In Muy, 1902, the visit to the 
Colony of Professor Simpson and Mr. Obert 
Chadwick, C.MLG.,'resilted in valuable reports 
onthe defertive cons suction af Ch nese houses, 
und in pursuance of their recommendations a 
consolidated Pubic Health Ord nance has 
been passed, und-r-the provisions of which the 
houses of the future will be af a more sanitary 
type and the surface overcrowding that is found in 
the Chinese part of the City of Victoria will be 
no longer possible. An able bacteriologist 
has been added to the permanent staff, for 
whom a tuitable Laboratory is being built, and 
fiom his original reseaches‘ valuable ‘results 
have already have obtained, and still more 
important discoveries may be expected MM ihe 
future. So far it cannot be said that we have 
heen more successful here than in other count. 
ries in discovering the causes or checking the 
ravages of plague, but, investigation and exe 
periments made during the epidemic of this 
year afford a hope that, next year may see a 
step in advance in prevention and treatment 
should unhappily the plague again develop. in. 
epidemic form. - 

: . MALARIA. : 

In the treatment of malaria we have profited 
by the light thrawn upon its causation by the 
experiments of Celli; Ross and other investigat- 
ors, and systematic arrangenfents have been 
made to control tht nuliahs‘and poo's in which 
‘the Anapheles masquito has hitherto bred along 
the face af the h'lls that dominate the City. 
Over $93,009 have. been: expended already in 
this work,-with the result that. while in 1902 
3,795 cases were admited to the various civil 
and military hospitals, the number of cases re- 
-ported this year tothe present date is 2.408, It 
is to be hoped that with perseverance and 
thoroughness jn the destruction of the Anophe- 
les mosquito this dangef to the community will 
be removed. é ;

Victoria has been ‘reconstructed I hope that 
ihe fourstoried tenement house will have 
ceased to exist, 4 ‘ 
: EDUCATION, , 
But no reconstruction of the city or advance 
of material wealth should be allowed to inter- 
fere with the development by education of the 
minds and character of the people. This is 
the foundation upon which our hapes must rest 
for the stability of the Colony of the future, and 
itis not being neglecied, As the result of a. 
Commission on the subject, a new Cade has 
been arranged that will improve the present 
system, Petitions were received ‘from the 
Enropean residents praying for the establish- 
‘ment of a school for the separate instruction of 
European ‘children, and from Chinese residents 
praying forthe establishment of a school ‘for 
the education of the better classes of Chinese. 
Both proposals were approved. The English 
school has been established in Kowloon’ by 
Kindness of Mr. Ho Tang, by whose per. 
mission a school just completed by him 
at considerable.expense, and presented to the 
Colony as n mixed school for both races, was. 
devoted tothe purpose ofa school for Europeans, 
the Government undertaking to replace it by 
building a school in Yaumati, which is now in 
course of constriction. The school for the 
children of the better classes, of Chinese ‘has

face with typhoon, war, pestilence and famine, 
and |. 4ook back with admiration to the behavi- 
outs of the Colony in every contingency, Ab- 
ouncing charity and generosity accompany the 
buoyant energy of the community, and | find 
that within the five yeats over $425,000 have 
been subscribed in aid of the widows and or-
